The total number of dead thus far re- 


covered from the ruins is about one 
'hundred but will certainly reach one 
.imndred and twenty-five.

-difficult to fully describe the situation 


. -and horrors at New Richmond. Those 


•who worked, all day and .evening in 
•the ruins Tuesday estimate the loss of 
.".life at about' 100, while 'nearly 200 


• 'buildings were destroyed, and a loss en- 
• tailed of over 1500,000. 


No account of the storm is exagger- 


ated. A space at least one-half 
mile 


.square—the entire 'business 'portion of 
-.the city—is devastated, not a 
single 


'.hrick remaining upon another. The 
; (horrors of the tornado were added to 
toy the fires which. followed, and the 
iburning of many- human beings, whose 
-•foodies are still in. the debris.' 


The fire is still burning in the debris, 


•-and with the one fire engine from St. 
Paul,, and with the firemen doing all 
•they can, they .are as yet una'ble to 
•quench the flnmes. 


A large force of men is now at work 


-clearing away the remnants oj build- 
ings and bringing out the bodies. The 
•men are .working with vigor and en- 
•ergy, and every-few' minutes another 
•body is found and. another 
chapter 


• added to the horrible catastrophe. 


A large percentage of those injured 


• and killed were crushed In the wrecked 
buildings. Many of the houses which 
-remain standing in. the residence dis- 
'trict, both to the north and south of 
"where the tornado passed, are bad-ly 
demolished. On. some the shingles are 
torn 
off, windows are broken 
in, 


•porches are lifted, and additions have 
ibeen carried distances o£ from ten to 
-fifty feet. 
• 


The railroads promptly 
furnished 


Supplies and_ brought in nurses 
and 


physicians. 'After the relief trains ar- 
rived from St. Paul and Stillwater,,the 
•doctors and nurses organized 
into 


' squads and visited 'the houses which 
"had 'been turned into improvised .Hos- 
pitals. The Congregational and Cath- 
-olic churches are the main wards, and 
parts of the buildings are 
used 
for 


morgues, Marly a score of undertakers 
' being at work preparing the bodies for 
-burial. 


Nearly every house in -the city has 


•from two to eight injured people in it. 
The number of injured will be 300 or 


-400, 
and'possibly more than that. 


A complete list of those who have 


•been taken from the ruins is almost 
unobtainable, inasmuch as they 
are 


-scattered- to so many parts of the place, 
•but the following are known to be 
dead—about ninety all together—all 


being from New Richmond, unless oth- 
erwise stated:

The 
employers have also. agreed to estab- 
lish a fund'to indemnify the men in 
case of accident and to assist in their 
burial in case of rteath, The employ- 
ers agree to give .the men financial as- 
sistance for ISO days: at the most for 
Injury sustained :a. service.

Gen. Lawton •\yas almost constantly 


under fire, but escaped uninjured, in 
spite of the conspicuous mark which 
his size and uniform afforded the ene- 
my.

ice in the ranks for some time. 


The American loss was five killed or 


mortally wounded and about twenty- 
five more or less seriously wounded.'

daylight, despite the heavy artillery 
and naval fire of the Americans. 


The afternoon advance in the direc- 


tion of Bacoor developed into what 
turned out to he the hardest fight 
since the' outbreak of hostilities with 
the Filipinos. 


'As told to Gen. Otis by Gen. Pio del 


Pilar's secretary, who deserted from 
the insurgents a few days ago, the 
bridge across the Zapote river was se- 
lected by the rebels as the point at 
which they would attempt to prevent 
any further advance. of the American 
forces. 
It was here that the natives 


during the rebellion against Spain de- 
stroyed an entire Spanish battalion of 
800 men, and here they made a most 
determined stand against our troops, 
but were not able to hold their posi- 
tion. 


Our 
soldiers went forward 
with 


rushes, cheering as they went ahead, 
under a heavy fire. Tie morning's 
reeonnoissahce had determined accu- 
rately the enemy's position, and conse- 
quently the American troops were em- 
ployed to the best advantage. . 


Early in the afternoon a battalion 


of the Ninth infantry attempted to 
re-enforce the two companies of the 
Twenty-First infantry,, who were cold- 
ing their own against a larger force 
between the road from Las Pinas to 
Bacoor and Manila bay. The attempt 
was rendered fruitless, however, by the 
tide, which in rising had so flooded 
the mud fiats and swamps that it was 
impossible for the men of the Ninth 
to cross them. 


The main 'Work was the direct attack 


on the bridge, Kenley's. battery of four 
mountain guns and 
two 
three-inch 


guns, with company E of -the Fourteenth 
infantry as supports, advanced straight 
along the road to the bridge. The oth- 
er companies of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment -moved forward to the left and 
right of the road, 


The 
rebels 
had .dug 
enormous 


trenches along the Bacoor side of the 
river, and had burned the planking in 
tile middle ol the bridge, to .prevent the 
Americans from charging across ano 
taking their positions. 


The Americans pushed steadily for- 


ward until they reached the bank of tH« 
river. Then Kenley took his mountain 
guns right up to the approach, of the 
bridge and poured a heavy fire into 
the trenches; ''but they were so well 
constructed that it was impossible to 
damage them greatly. 


Our men were so close to the enemy 


that they could see their heads above 
the earthworks. 
The Americans kept 


up a tremendous fire, in spite of the 
galling return, and it seemed as though 
every man must certainly be tit. 
A 


few minutes after the Americans had 
reached the 'bridge approach, several of 
them were wounded, some mortally. 


It was not long before the rebels be- 


gan to grow restive under the hail of 
bullets^ and finally they, broke and ran. 
The Americans then jumped along the 
bank of the river and, standing upright, 
directed a terrific fire upon the fugi- 
tives. '

The Filipinos were compelled to cross 


either :the open road or an open field, 
and thus presented excellent targets for 
the regulars, -who took full, advantage 
of the opportunity to exercise their 
marksmanship! Hardly one of the in- 
surgents succeeded in getting away.

Americans swarmed across the river 
and found many dead and dying Fili- 
pinos in the trenches and fields. B-rob- 
ably fifty dead natives were found in 
the immediate -vicinity of the bridge.

THE HEDGE 
FENCE DOOMED 


Nciirly All Were Winter Killed—Move 


Came Many Yelir^ Ago. 


Thirty-five or forty years ago, there 


came a great move by the Southern Wis- 
consin farmers for live fences. 
For a 


few years trials were made of willow.and 
ag'nte made fortunes selling gray willow 
slips to farmers. 
The argument was 


that the willow would be both fence and 
fuel. 
The trial showed that it took two 


acres of ground to raise , 160 rods of 
fence, and the fences went down. 


Then the osage orange came in, and 


every farmer in the country invested in 
t em, and the osage orange hedge has 
held its own to some extent for nearly 
thirty years. Of late years farmers have 
grown to look upon it as an expensive 
and troublesome fence, an&l many have 
grubbed them out; but it remained for 
the past severe winter to finish osage as 
a fence in this section. The osage fence 
is practically all winter-killed, and it is 
doubtful if any will ever be planted 
again.
